TARIFF A NATIONAL ISSUE. 

"The famous remark by General Hancock that the tariff is a 
local issue seems likely to be revised in view of the nation-wide de 
mand at present for the enactment of a protective tariff law," de 
clares the Republican Publicity Association, in a statement issued by 
the "'-esitU nt of that organization, Hon. Jouathan Bourne, Jr. "For 
a great many years the North was the only section of the United 
States advocating a protective tariff. The South was utterly opposed 
to the principle of protestion. In recent months, however, there lias 
hen an ir.si -tent demand not only among manufacturers but among 
farmers— not only among the people of the Noorth but among the 
people of the South— for the enactment of a law which shall impose 
protective import duties upon commodities of practically all classes. 

"Just now the farmers of the West are holding conferences and 
conventions and adopting resolutions demanding an import duty on 
grain, dairy products, live stock, and the like. Ten million bushels of 
wheat imported from Canada in a single month at a time when the 
wheat growers of the United States are unable to sell their grain for 
a price that will coyer the cost of production; immense importations 
of butter from Denmark, larger importations of meat from Argen- 
tine, and offerings of Australian and Argentine wool depressing tin- 
market in the United States, have impressed the farmer with the need 
of an 'America First' policy which shall insure to the American pro 
ducer at least an even chance in his home market. 

"Now we see also the shutting down of textile mills along the 
Atlantic Coast and in those Southern States which have in recent 
years become manufacturers of cotton goods. Coincident with this 
curtailment of production and consequent reduction of employment 
we read statistics of imports showing that in the nine months ended 
with September we bought foreign manufactured cotton goods to the 
value of $113,000,000 as compared with $29,000,000 last year. The 
increase is not only in value but in quantity, for in the nine months 
Of the year 1920 our imports of unbleached cotton was 50.000,000 
yards as compared with less than 7.000,000 yards in 1919. Of blench- 
ed cloth there were imported 21.000,000 yards as compared with 4.- 
000,000 yards last year. Of dyed-in-the-piece and printed cloths 
there were importations of 42.000,000 yards as compared with ".- 
000,000 yards in the same period of the previous year. In the aggre- 
gate of all the various kinds of cotton cloths, there were imported in 
the first nine months of 1920. over 122,000.000 yards as compared 
with 22.000,000 yards in the corresponding period in the year before., 
an increase of approximately 100.0(111.(100 yards or nearly 500 per cent 

"There are facts, not theories. It must he perfectly clear to any 
student of economics that if we buy cotton goods in Europe there 
must be a corresponding diminution of production in the United 
States, and if there is diminished production in the United States 
there must be fewer wage earners, less money in circulation, dimin- 
ished buying of various commodities used by people from day to day. 
and lessened activity in all kinds of business and industry. 

"No one contends that we should discontinue all buying abroad. 
What the farmers of the West, the peanut growers of the South, the 
livestock men of the Southwest, and the manufacturers of the East- 
ern states are contending for is an import duty which shall amount 
to at least the difference in cost of production at home and abroad 
so that the American producer may compete on an equality with his 
foreign competitor. 

"Agitation for restoration of a protective tariff, coming as it 
does from all sections of the country, makes the tariff a national 
rather than a local issue-" 



COLLEGES OUT OF POLITICS. 



Acco- ling to reports. Williams College is to organize an Insti- 
tute of Politics to promote a better understanding of international 
problemr and relations. Lord Robert Cecil, prominent in the work 
of the league of nations committee at the peace conference, is to be 
invited to address the institute.

It is far better to have a student well grounded 
in economics, both foreign and domestic, and let him form hia own 
political conclusions.

merce from American machinery man- 
ufacturers, engineers and contractors 
concerning the probable requirements 
of European countries that would seek 
to rehabilitate their Industries and re- 
sume their former status in the peace- 
time murkets of the world. Every Im- 
portant industrial center nnd such 
other places as would contribute to a 
broad estimate of the situation were 
visited by Mr. Wood during the course 
of his investigation.

Chicago, 111. - Telling statistics 
showing that Herbert Hoover, through 
the American Relief Admlnitsration 
European Children's Fund of which 
he Is chairman, is actually saving the 
child life of Eastern and Central Ku- 
ropean counties have just been receiv- 
ed from the cities of Lodz and Krakow 
in Poland. 

In the city of Krakow the vital sta- 
tistics show for the year ending July 
1, 1919, 3,343 births and 1698 deaths, 
of children of 15 years and under. The 
following year during which the child- 
feeding stations were in operation 
there and the children and nursing 
mothers were receiving the supple- 
mentary American meal provided by 
the American Relief Administration 
the number of births increased to 4.- 
864 but instead of a corresponding in- 
crease in the number of deaths of chil- 
dren there was an actual decrease, the 
child mortality under 15 years having 
dropped to 1381. 

In Lodz the figures are less striking 
hut still significant. In the ten months 
preceding the beginning of the child- 
feeding under American auspices on 
May 1. 1920. the number of births to- 
talled 4,515 and the number of deaths 
of children of 15 and under, 2,593. For 
the ten months from July 1, 1919 to 
May 1, 1920 ,the number of births had 
more than doubled hut the number of 
child deaths had not. The actual fig- 
urges for that period are Idrtlis ii.XRS. 
and the deaths 4. ion. Had the rutio 
of births to child deaths that prevail- 
ed the corresponding ten months of 
the previous year been maintained for 
the ten months ending in May, 1920, 
the umber of deaths would have been 
not 4,189, but 5,423. Lest any one 
should think from the above that the 
need of the relief work among the 
children of Poland has passed and 



that that country is now on a helathy 
footing a brie fstudy of the following 
statistics furnished by the health de- 
partment of the city of Warsaw will 
demonstrate the fallacy of the conclu- 
sion: 

In 1914 the years of the outbreak of 
the war the deaths of children under 
ono year of age for the city of War- 
saw numbered 1640. In 1UI the num- 
ber had risen to 2809. an Increase of 
more than 70 per cent. In the same 
period the number of children of ten 
years and under dying from tubercu- 
losis had Increased, from 480 to 1001. 
an Increase of 125 per cent. Ij»st win- 
ter the American Relief Administra- 
tion fed upwards of 1,300.000 children 
in 1'oland alone and this year the need 
is as great if not greater, for a large 
portion of the food supplies upon 
which the Poles had depended to car- 
ry them through the winter was de- 
stryed during the invasion of the BoK 
sheviki who wasted one of the most 
fertile sections of the country just as 
the crops were in the process of harv- 
esting. '• ^. 

Mr. Hoover has issued a public ap- 
peal for funds to carry on the child- 
feeding work in Poland and adjoining 

countries. He estimates that .- 

000 will be required for this purpose 
and if that amount is not forthcoming 
the American Relief Administration 
will be forced to abandon many of its 
kitchens and leave the destitute and 
undernourished children to their fate.

JUSTICE FO RlXjlRED ALIEN. 

Workmen's compensation laws are 
probably adequate In number and 
scope, but for an alien laborer, with- 
out influence, to set the machinery of 
justice In motion is sometimes a diffi- 
cult task, as is shown by the follow- 
ing letter from a naturalized German 
miner, a married man with six chil- 
dren, who has lost the saving of ten 
years in a futile effort to get compen- 
sation for injuries received while per- 
forming hazardous work for a Tex* 
coal company. 

He was first Injured In 1915. he says, 
due to the company's neglect to fur- 
nish wood to shore up his shaft 
Though ill for nearly two months, 
however, they refused him compensa- 
tion. His next Injury was a severe 
rupture, also the fault of the company, 
as they had taken away his assistant, 
obliging him to push his heavy cart 
alone. In this case, they paid him for 
time lost, but refused to reimburse 
him for his operation and hospital ex- 
penses. 

"I sued them," he goes on to say. 
'but my case was postponed by the 
company, which owns all the land and 
rights around here. This was In 
March. When my case came up In 
November, my lawyer was 10 minutes 
late, anil it was postponed again. Be- 
fore my case came up again the next 
March, the company treated my wit 
nesses. Mexicans, to whisky, but they 
were good to me and told the truth 
lust the same. 

"The trial lasted two days and went 
my way. despite the boss and the com 
pany lying like troopers, until along 
came my doctor, who is so big a liar 
that he is not worth having the sun 
-bine on him. I had fired him: so he 
took revenge by saying that he had 
wanted to oncrate. but I would not let 
him. which was untrue, for I paid only 
50 cents a month just to have n doc- 
tor, and no doctor can do such things 
for 50 cents. Then that evenlne I saw 
the Ikiss at the hotel with some Jury- 
men, and the next day they sent me 
away like a dog. 

"Again with no wood for shoring. I 
was Injured by a 30-pound stone fall- 
ing on my back After a long time <n 
the hospital. 1 am still unable to work, 
sometimes even to walk, but the con- 
pany will no nothing for me. 

"I am broke like a dog. I have spent 
all my money, and sold my land where 
I wanted to found my home. My fam- 
ily suffer hunger in the old country 
while I am a cripple here, and I do 
not know what will become of us. My 
entire Iosb. money find work, amounts 
to almost 16,000."

During the war interest In motor 
boating, and In boat racing, necessar- 
ily lagged because of the more import- 
ant work to be done, but since the 
close of the great conflict Interest in 
the sport has steadily increased and 
the past season shows motor boating 
on a firmer and better basis than ever 
before. 

In many western cities the revival 
of Interest was most notable. This was 
true in a marked degree at Peoria, 111., 
always recognized as a Western cen- 
ter. War Interest had temporarily 
killed boat racing at Peoria, but in 
1920 that city staged a "come back" 
which attracted attenUon all over the 
country. In a Labor Day regatta there 
were about thirty race boats most of 
which were owned in Peoria or at 
nearby towns on the Illinois River. 

For 1921, according to L E. 8elby. 
owner of "Miss Margaret", one of the 
Illinois River class champions, there 
will be more racing boats In Peoria 
than in anyy other year since the In- 
of the sport The great results 
plished during the past season 
has stirred the Interest of all the old 
river fans and of many new ones, and 
at least two dozen racing boats are 
being built at the present moment for 
the early spring season.
